Ottawa, Jan. 21.— On recepit here of 
Joe Martin's anti-alien bill it is said the 
Dominion government will lose no time 
ill disallowing it. The measure is said 
to be hampering the Washington nego- 
tiations, and the federal ministers are 
greatly annoyed about its adoption. They 
regard .Martin as the stormy petrol of 
Canadian politics. 

W. P. King, Dominion astronomer, 
left for Washington to-day, Sir Wilfrid 
Dnurier having summouer him by tele- 
graph. This is taken to mean that the 
Alaska boundary question is up again. 

It is otllciolly stated that as soon as 
the ministers return from Washington 
the cabinet will consider the question 
of whether the telegraph line to Daw- 
son shall be built us ;i federal work. 
The estimated cost of die Hue from Ques- 
nelle is ¥700,000. 

The reported appointment of Mr. Sin- 
clair to the vacant New Brunswick 
scuutorship has created much feeling 
among the Irish Catholics of that prov- 
ince, who think they are not being fair- 
ly dealt with. They desire it to go 
either to Mr. Costigan or to I. Adams, 
brother of the late Senator. 

The exports for six months show a de- 
crease of .$1,750,000. The imports in- 
creased $10,250,000, and the duty col- 
lected increased .$2,030,000. 

An advisory board to arrange for Can- 
adian representation tit the Paris exhi- 
bition lias been appointed and met here 
to-day. British Columbia has been 
ignored, although Manitoba has a repre- 
sentative.

INSANE ON AN 



Deranged Fireman Eiigrigcs in 
Prolonged Life and Death 
Struggle With Engineer. 



Train Stoppel Bnfore Disaster Re- 
sulted anil the Maniac's 
Life Saved.

Louisville, Ky., Jan. 21. — Engineer 
Barney Keegan, of the Illinois Central 
railroad, had the most thrilling- experi- 
ence of his life last night, and only his 
dogged determination saved the life of 
Walter Cole, the fireman, and perhaps 
the lives of passengers. For 20 miles, 
as the engine was speeding along- the 
track at the rate of 30 miles an hour, 
Keegan engaged in a life nnd death 
struggle with Cole, who had become vio- 
lently insane. 

Keegan stopped his train, the fast mail 
which is due in this city at 0:15 p.m., 
at Cecil, Ky., about -10 miles south of 
Louisville, to take water, lie noticed 
that Cole was acting strangely, and 
asked him what was the mutter. Cole 
did not reply, but began beating his head 
violently. Keegan .had previously heard 
him complain of a headache, He started 
his train towards this city, and when he 
got about a mile he heard a piercing 
scream and saw Cole climbing out of the 
cab window. 

The fireinnn would have made the leap 
in another instant, but Keegan grappled 
with him and pulled him buck into the 
cab. Then, after a struggle, the fireman 
sprang on the engineer, and they were 
locked in a tight embrace. Keegan re- 
membered that he had orders to take 
the siding at West Point, 20 miles fur- 
ther on, to allow the New Orleans limit- 
ed, from Louisville, to. pass. The strug- 
gle had lasted several minutes. Cole 
shewed no signs of tiring, and Keegan 
was beginning to grow weak. The 
train was then Hearing West Point. 
Just before he reached the top Keegan 
made a big effort and threw Colo from 
him. He grabbed the throttle and shut 
off the steam, and the engine came to a 
stop at the station. Cole renewed the 
struggle, hut help came, and the lire- 
man was overcome.

Mclnnes, and thnt James M. Martin, 
member for the riding of Rosslnnd, in 
voting for this infamous legislation is 
deserving of the severest censure and 
condemnation. 

Resolved, That the able and fearless 
defence of the constitutional rights and 
liberties of the people of British Co- 
lumbia as conducted in the columns of 
the Victoria Colonist is deserving of the 
warmest thanks of this association mid' 
of the unqualified appreciation of all 
constitutionalists of every clime and na- 
tion, and that the secretary do transmit 
n copy of this resolution to the editor 
of the Colonist at Yietoria, B. C.

Manila, via Hongkong, Jan. 21.— Pri- 
vate advices received here from lloilo 
differ materially from the official reports. 
They say the rebels have completed their 
fortifications there and that they are 
now fortifying Cuinares Island. The 
American forces are still on board the 
transports Newport, Arizona and Penn- 
sylvania, which are anchored close to- 
Guinares Island. The rebel authorities 
at lloilo, it is added, have granted per- 
mission to land unarmed parties not ex- 
ceeding five in number, if accompanied 
by a native oillecr. The otter, however, 
was declined, but the rebels subsequently 
permitted olllcers to land, furnishing 
tlicm with an escort. 

President Lopez; of the Viseayun fed- 
eration, has replied to President McKin- 
ley's proclamation of the Oth. He claims, 
that the revolutionary government ante- 
dates the Paris treaty by over two years. 
He also says he lias never been officially 
notified of the existence of the treaty 
and that therefore he declined to re- 
cognize American authority and refused 
to allow Americans to disembark In 
force without express orders from the 
government at Malolas. Gen. Miller, 
the commander of the American expedi- 
tion,' replied that the Americans could 
not recognize President Lopez's authority 
because the Filipino republic was not 
recognized by the powers. 

The natives allege that they must have- 
ollicial recognition before discussing the 
question of a protectorate. Another con- 
ference It believed to have arranged for 
to-morrow night, but the officials here de- 
cline to confirm or deny this state- 
ment, 

Coasting steamers which have arrived 
here report that the natives are fortify- 
ing Palbnyog nnd the island of Samara, 
refusing to allow Americans to land. 
Their garrisons consist of a thousand 
men armed with spears and holos. They 
have only six rides. Owing to persisont 
rumors of a contemplated attack uixm 
Manila on Saturday or Sunday tin? Am- 
erican troops are eon lined to- their quar- 
ters. All the guards are doubled and as 
a measure of precaution foreign flags- 
were displayed on the business nnd pri- 
vate houses everywhere as on the day 
of the- entry of the Americans into the 
city. The Escolln. the usunlly busy 
thoroughfare, was deserted on Saturday 
night. A score of groundless alarms 
are still abroad, bnt confidence- is being 
restored. 

The native paper "Independeneia," 
which is now published at Maloloas, wuh 
unusually vindictive to-day. Comment- 
ing on the situation, it says: "The Am- 
ericans are trying all the time to excite 
the Filipinos to commence hostilities, in 
the meantime tricking the natives for the- 
purpose of gaining the time necessary to 
bring out reinforcements." The paper 
adds: "The proclamation which was sup- 
pressed, for which Arevulo was arrested, 
appears to have hit the nail on the head. 
The Filipinos need fear nothing. The 
American soldiers are completely demor- 
alized. They are unwilling to fight a 
free people who are only demanding their 
rights." 

The idea of possible deception is prob- 
ably more general than the authorities 
known. A Filipino officer said to the 
correspondent that it was ridiculous foi- 
the Americans to think the Filipinos be- 
lieve they are beginning more troops and 1 
warships here to establish a protectorate- 
over a country for which $20,000,000- 
is to be paid to Spain. 

The Americans and Filipinos were 
probably nearer a conflict this afternoon 
that at any time since the occupation. 
Fortunately the matter was amicably 
adjusted. A Filipino lieutenant, imagin- 
thnt his men had been insulted by 
some American sentries, marched a com- 
pany of natives to the lines of the 
Americans, and the sentries, six in num- 
ber, of the Montana regiment, in obedi- 
ence to orders, were compelled to retire 
to the outpost in order to avoid trouble. 
But- as the Filipinos disobeyed the com- 
mand to halt, and deployed in the cane- 
brake, and assumed a. determined, 
threatening attitude, Lieut. .Tnnsen, who 
was in command of the post, telegraphed 
to the brigade headquarters, nnd General

Germany Will not Attempt to Sup 
port Strange Acis of 
Her ( onsul. 



She Has Weakened Her Position by 
This Breach of Faith with 
Her Partners. 



Washington, Jan. 21.— While the 
Snmoun situation is regarded officially its 
requiring delicate treatment, the general 
opinion is that it will yield to calm 
discussion, arid that :i satisfactory under- 
standing will be the outcome. The only 
danger apprehended is the irresponsible 
action of some minor officer in Samoa 
beyond the immediate control of the 
authorities at Berlin, Washington and 
London. It is not known here just why 
Mutonfn was disqualified by Chief .Jus- 
tice Chambers, nor just why the provi- 
sional government was recognized l>y the 
three consuls after that legal disqualifi- 
cation. The most important factor that 
the department of state is confronted 
with is the question of the succession to 
the throne. The submission Of the 
question according to the treaty would 
seem to indicate it recognition on the 
pari of the consuls of the right of tin 
Chief Justice to adjudicate it, and tin 
treaty expressly binds all three partiOf 
to 'the obligation to execute the jinlg 
incut rendered by the Chief Justice, 
It. is not even to be guessed here, there- 
fore, how the German representatives 
could have found it consistent, with their 
obligations under the treaty to support 
the Matnufa party to the extent: they 
did. As the Germans appear to make a 
point of the claim thai by the retirement 
of the Chief Justice to the British war- 
ship lie vacated his oiilce, it may be set 
down as certain that that position can- 
not be upheld, inasmuch as the official 
was plainly under duress in Ins evacua- 
tion, which Of course would legally vio- 
late any claim that he had surrendered 
ids office: The treaty does provide that 
in the event of the vacation of the office 
of Chief Justice, or in his absence, the 
office shall devolve upon the president 
of the provisional council -in this case 
Uaffael— but it can hardly be contended 
that this would follow if the Chief .his- 
tice were obliged temporarily to Bee for 
his life through the attitude of one of 
tfie parties under treaty obligation to 
protect his person. , . , 

.The Oliiet" .Justice, although just now 
an American, is supposed to be chosen 
Without regard to his nationality, and is 
the representative not of the nation 
I'K.m which lie comes, but equally of all 
the three treaty powers. Assuming the 
trouble at. Apia has passed its acute 
.store and will be adjusted satisfactorily 
bv such measures as are required, there 
will remain treatment in tin? immediate 
future of the treaty relations of the 
three powers relative to the same, the 
condition precedent to any action look- 
ing (o amendment of the treaty of Ber- 
lin or its abrogation is that its provi- 
sions must be lived no to meanwhile. 
.Much has been said in German 
despatches about the preponderance of 
German interests in the islands. While 
it is admitted here that Germany may 
trutllfully claim a preponderance of 
ownership of land, yet by the terms at 
the -treaty of Berlin the exact and equal 
light of each of the three powers in all 
political matters is expressly defined 

The following may be accepted as the 
official German view or the situation as 
• scat from Berlin: The old Mataafa gov 
"crnmciit was overwhelmingly re-elected, 
the vote being six to one. Hut the Chief 
.Justice annulled the Mataafa election 
and confirmed the election of the oppos 
ing candidate. Malictoa Tonus, son of 
Mnlietoa, the old king, wdio died recent- 
ly. On January 1 a short light occurred 
l'.elwcon the two parties, which ended 
in the IlighL of Tanus, his party and 
Taiuase.se, who went on board a British 
man-of-war. No foreign property was 
injurcdi The three consuls, American 
British and German, declared the Matna 
fn party as the provisional government 
nut il the arrival of instructions from 
the powers. The Chief Justice also 
took refuge on board the British inan-of- 
■v.er. which caused the Sainoan govern- 
m< nt to decline his functions temporar- 
ily suspended. His office was closed 
temporarily by proclamation. 

The conferences between Secretary 
I lay ami the British ambassador have 
led! to a very 'full discussion of tin 
mutual interests or the two government* 
concerning Samoa. Thus far, however, 
Sir Julian has not. received any instruc- 
tions as to acting jointly witli this gov 
eminent, and the conferences have been 
simply to discuss a question in which 
both officials felt a common interest. It 
may be said also that tliis lias developed 
an. entire accord between the secretary 
of slate and the British ambassador as 
to the rights and duties involved and tin 
probable line of action of the several 
parties. 

London. Jan 21.— Sainon commands 
lint small interest, in Great Britain, and 
the belief seems to prevail that the de- 
patches magnify the importance of the 
consuls' battles, and Hint Germany will 
manage to gracefully disavow the ads 
of her agents. A diplomat remarked 
that Germany was tilling for the United 
States tin' role Russia has played in the 
eyes of (lie Anglo-Indian world — that of 
conspirator behind every war cloud. The 
British government, however, welcomes 
the Snmoan incident as another link of 
the Anglo-American understanding that 
they are so desirous or fostering.

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FILIPINOS HOLD OUT,

Otis personally investigated the matter. 
The Filipino lieutenant was most excited 
and General Otis insisted upon inter- 
viewing liis superior officer. Conse- 
quently the Filipino captain was sum- 
moned, and lie was also found to be ex- 
cited, but admitted that tlio Filipino lieu- 
tenant had exceeded his authority. His 
men were drawn up in line, saluted, 
courtesies were exchanged, aud the 
Filipinos retired. The incident is sig- 
nificant, as it shows the tendency of the 
Filipinos to disregard pickets, knowing 
that the Americans are not willing to 
commence hostilities, and it also demon- 
strates the danger of irresponsible junior 
officers of the Filipino army precipitat- 
ing trouble at any moment. 

Washington. Jan. 21.— The war depart- 
ment has cabled (Jen. Otis, in command 
of the military forces in the Philippines, 
asking if the Spanish prisoners held by 
the insurgents hnye been released. It is 
evident: from this that the government 
is moving toward the execution of article 
AT. of the peace treaty, by which the 
United States undertook to obtain the 
release or all Spanish prisoners in the 
hands of insurgents in the Philippines, 
and at. its bwn'eosf to return those pris- 
oners to their homes. There were 
ports during the, day that the release or 
prisoners. hud actually begun, but, Secre- 
tary Alger" said lie hud not been advised 
or their release, although he was milking 
inquiries ns to the situation. 

Senator Davis, in charge of the peace 
treaty, to-day told a delegation from the 
opposition that hi" would not at present 
consent: to a vole upon the treaty, nor 
until lie was satisfied that the treaty 
could be ratified. lie made this state- 
ment in response to representations 
made to him by a delegation authorized 
by the leaders or the opposition to confer 
with him. declaring in the first place that 
he did not. accept the statement that 
there were sufficient votes to prevent 
ratification. lie asked for a list: of the 
names of opposing senators, and was 
ghen the names of 'Mi senators who it 
was declared would vote against ratifica- 
tion. Senator Davis was further told 
that the defeat, or postponement or the 
treaty might he avoided by agreeing to 
an amendment or even to a resolution 
declaring it not to be tlio purpose of the 
United States to maintain permanent 
sovereignty over the Philippine islands. 
Senator Davis was disinclined to accede 
to this proposition, saying that he would 
prefer to 'have the treaty go over until 
another session. When his attention was 
called to the fact that an extra session 
or flic entire congress, as well as the 
senate, would lie necessary in order to 
appropriate the $20,000,000 made pay- 
able to Spain, he said this was not true, 
as the terms of the treaty did not re 
rjuire the payment or the money until 
after an exchange of ratifications.

Buffalo, Jan.; 121. — Locked in a nionsl 
rous ice Hoe the Canadian ferry Niagara, 
with nineteen person's on board, was 
swept helplessly down the Niagara river 
to-night and wrecked on the international 
bridge. The boat, which plies between 
this city and Tort Brie, Out., left her 
dock at the foot of Ferry street in the 
evening on her lust, trip of the day, hav- 
ing on board- fifteen passengers, six of 
whoin were women and two children. 
Her crew consisted of four men. 

The river was full of Moating ice that 
had drifted from the lake, but. tile boat 
headed dangerously against the current 
and had made her way to the centre 
of the stream, when she became wedged 
in a field of ice and her engines were 
powerless to propel her. 

The current at this point is exceeding- 
ly swift, and the momentum or the ice 
tield carried the- ferry witli it in spite 
of the furious working of her engines. 
The passengers, realizing their situation, 
were horror-stricken with tlio fear of be- 
ing carried over the falls, and the more 
imminent danger of being dashed 
against, a pier of tile international 
bridge. 

The calls or the ferry whistle attract- 
ed attention from shore, and live lugs 
were started from the harbor, a mile 
above, to endeavor to rescue the help- 
less craft. The passengers and crew of 
the Niagara pat. on life preservers and 
stood with blanched faces, while she 
swept: on witli tlio Current. 

River navigation lieing closed, the 
draws of the international bridge are in- 
operative, and tile swing engines (tend. 
It was obvious that the upper works of 
the boal could not. clear. this spaa, lint 
u greater menace were the piers of solid 
masonry, The current favored the boat, 
and swept her between the spans a little 
lo the east, of the centre of the river. 
The iron girders of the bridge raked the 
boat clean to her second deck, carrying 
away smokestack, pilot house, hurricane 
deck and lire boats, without perceptibly 
inippn'dingj^lfcy, progress. The passengers 
and crow. : 'w.cui ; lielow deck, ami escaped 
injury from Hie wreckage. 

Swingjiifj .eleaE.ol' the bridge the Nia- 
gara broke Kjciwi or the Hoc and drifted 
into a patch of clear water. Hand-gear 
was attached Uf the rudder, the engines, 
which proved To be uninjured, resumed 
their functions, and the dismantled craft 
M as, slowly worked to a dock on the Am- 
erican shore.

Washington, Jan. 21.— The senate to- 
day passed the Nicaraguan caual bill, de- 
cided to make the anti-scalpirig bill the 
unfinished business and continued with- 
out the completion of the consideration 
of the Indian appropriation bill. 

A number of amendments were made 
to the Nicaraguan bill, and there were in- 
numerable short speeches during the day. 
There was, however, no opposition to 
the vote, and the roll call developed only 
six votes in opposition to the final pas- 
sage! The Nicaraguan canal bill as it 
passed continues tlio name of the Mari- 
time Canal Company. It provides for 
the issuance of an 1, 000,(100 shares or 
stock or .$100 each. The canal company 
is required to call in all the stock issued 
except that held by the Nicaraguan and 
Costa Rican governments. The com- 
pany is also required to redeem ami 
cancel all bonds and scrip issued by the 
company ami to satisfy all cash liabili- 
ties. To enable the company to comply 
with the requirements treasury warrants 
to the amount of>$5,000,000 are author- 
ized with a proviso to the effect that 
only so much of the amount shall lie paid 
us 'shall be required to pay the usual 
cash value of tlio rights, privileges, fran- 
chises and property at the time of tin 
payment; the value to be determined by 
the commissioners to be appointed by 
the President. 

This lieing done, tlio secretary of the 
treasury is authorized to subscribe for 
025,00 shares of the company's stock for 
the government: or the United States. 
The present membership of the board or 
directors are then to resign and a board 
of seven is to be appointed in their stead 
consisting or live oil behalf of the Unit- 
ed States and one each on behalf of 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica. The direc- 
tors on behalf or the United Stales are 
to be appointed by the President and 
continued by the senate. No two of 
them ure to lie resident of any one state 
and no person who lias heretofore been 
interested in any canal company is to 
be nppoiutcd to this office. They are 
prohibited from being interested in con- 
tracts of the canal. Each of the direc- 
tors, except the president, is to receive 
a salary of .$5,000 per year and the presi- 
dent to* have JfG.OOO. 

The company is authorized to contract 
for the completion or the canal within 
six years. The payments are restricted 
to $20,00,000 annually. The canal is to 
be large enough for the use or the larg- 
est sea-going vessels, ut a cost not to 
exceed the estimate St the engineers and 
not to exceed .$115,000,000. The amount 
is made n permanent appropriation for 
the work is to he used ns occasion may 
require. 

The bill gives the government a lien 
upon the property to secure the repay 
inent of the moneys advanced, and the 
President is empowered to declare for- 
feiture oT the property to the United 
States without the necessity or judicial 
or other ascertainments. Therefore full 
title is to rest, in the government of 
the United States. The President is 
authorized to suspend payments at, any 
lime. Ho is also authorized to socun 
any change in or modification of the 
terms of the concession either from the 
concessionaries or from Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica. In case of failure in 
such negotiations the President is em 
[lowered to negotiate for another route 
across the Isthmus. He is further re 
quired to open negotiations for the abro- 
gation of the Claytrin-Bulwer treaty or 
any other treaty found to bo in existence 
and standing in the way of the construi 
tion of the canal. The' neutrality of the 
canal is guaranteed, but the right: 
protect it. against the interruption of 
business .between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific coasts of t ho United States 
reserved. 



BRITISH IN AFRICA-. 

Soudan Convention Shows the Tighten- 
ing Grip, While Other Powers Have 
No Cause to Interfere. 

London, Jan. 21.— By slow stages so us 
not to arouse the violent antagonism of 
the powers, but in pursuance of a de- 
finite plan, ' Great Britain is tightening 
her grip on North Africa. The Egyptian 
convention, so far lis the Soudan is con- 
cerned, accomplishes nil that those who 
prodded the Margins of Salisbury to de- 
clare a protectorate over it, have desired. 

Great Britain no longer governs 
through the Khedive. She becomes a co- 
equal ruler and ignores the mixed tri- 
bunals. This means that the Governor- 
General is responsible only to Downing 
street and parliament. 

The comment of Lo Llberte of Paris 
that Great Britain does not annex the 
Soudan, but palms it like u slight of 
hand professor, is n specimen of the 
spirit in which France, already incensed 
at Great Britain, regards her progress 
towards absolute sovereignty in Egypt. 



CHIN ESE REBELLION. 

City Garrison Resists With One Volley 
Only and Then Flics for Safely. 

London, Jan. 21.— The Duily Mail pub- 
lishes the following despatch from 
Shanghai: "The rebellion in the prov- 
ince of Anhoui is spreading rapidly and 
it is feared all the central provinces or 
China will lie involved. On .January 10 
1,000 Anhoui rebels under the notorious 
desperado Nui reinforced by rebels from 
the provicne of Bo Hai Nan, attacked 
the city ofKu Yung. After firing a volley 
the troops who were defending the city 
threw down their arms and fled.

Department Advertises for Transports 
to 'fake Them From Manila. 

Washington, Jan. 2(1.— One of the 
last articles of the treaty of peace pro- 
vided that the United Stales government 
should carry back to Spain the Spanish 
prisoners of war in the Philippines and 
undertake this tusk without awaiting the 
ratification of the treaty. The war de- 
part inent bus invitations for proposals to 
shipping companies for the carriage of 
the Spaniards, as was done with great 
success ill the ense of the Santiago pris- 
oners. ' The terms anil conditions are 
set out by the department in the adver- 
tisement as follows: 

"Their number is estimated at about 
1G,000 officers and enlisted men. Cabin 
accommodations' are to' be supplied for 
the i. Dicers, nnil third-class, or steerage, 
having suitable galley accommodations, 
conforming to the United Stales require- 
ments as to space and ventilation, for 
the enlisted men. The United States 
government will deliver the prisoners on 
board the vsscls at Manila or such 
other ports as may be designated, for 
their embarkation. Proposals will state 
the price per capita for transporting ofll- 
ci rs and for transporting enlisted men. 
and for their subsistence and delivery to 
a Spanish port or ports to lie designated 
and will be accompanied by a guarantee 
that the prisoners will bo comfortably 
cared for while on the journey. The 
subsistence to lie equal to garrison ra- 
tions." 

Proposals should be addressed to the 
department quartermaster, United States 
Army. New York City, or to the deputy 
quartermaster, San Francisco. Cal», at 
which places tliey will be opened at noon 
on February 1 .

Seattle Puts Forward Alaskan Residents 
to Implore Suspension of Mining 
I.a w.

"We, citizens of Alaska, in convention 
assembled, bear with amazement that the 
parliament nt" British Columbia has pass- 
ed an act excluding Americans from the 
Atlin gold fields, in fact, from the entire 
province; and 

"Whereas, Many of us have invested 
large sains of money in enterprises in 
that, country, hare changed our entire 
business relations preparatory to going 
there when spring opens, have expended 
much time and means in so doing, and 
have taken out free miners' lienscs, as 
by law provided: and 

"Whereas, When this wns done we 
had no thought or intimation that (lie 
law that hail existed since mining began 
in the Northwest would bo changed; 
and 

"Whereas, All British subjects hud the 
same right in Alaska that we had in 
British Columbia before said law was 
passed; ami 

"Whereas, Even before our govern: 
meat passed such a law we invariably 
allowed all British subjects to mine 
with us in ounoountry, and worked willi 
them, believing that nil who added to 
the imperishable wealth of the world 
were entitled to what they found: and 

"Whereas, Said law is unminerlikc and 
must have Hoi'ii passed through misap- 
prehension, anil- certainly can never re- 
ceive any support from minors, either 
Britisli or American: bo it 

"Resolved, Thai we forthwith inform 
Hon. John (':. Brady, governor of Al- 
aska, who is. now in Washington City, 
of the new and surprising state of af- 
fairs, an:'', ivipiosl him to call it to the 
attention or President McKinley and of

It was 
added that at the breakfast hour was the 
surest time to see him, and the result 
is that while he breakfasts his secretary 
repels the iuvastion of mobs or impor- 
tunate speculators.

This was the presentation 
to Onptalu Laugblln McLean, <jf the 
sealing schooner Favorite, of u very 
handsome pair of binocular glasses sent 
to him by the President of the United 
States) in appreciation of Captain Mc- 
Lean's humane services to the survivors 
of the ill-rated schooner .lane Gray. 

Victorious will remember the excite- 
ment that went abroad on the 1st of 
lust. Jane, when the schooner Favorite 
arrived in port with twenty-seven ship- 
wrecked people ulionrd— all who were lelt 
of sixty-three who on May 1!) set sad 
from 'Seattle to Kotzcbue Sound. The 
Jane Gray, unfitted by too much top 
bumper for the trip North, had encounter- 
ed a moderate pile after passing Cape 
Flattery and early. on Sunday, May 22, 
had gone down at sea, carrying to a 
watery grave thirty-six unfortunates, the 
twenty-seven survivors escaping on a lit- 
tle launch which was part of her cargo. 
The launch landed at Kyuoquot, where 
the sealing schooner Favorite was lying, 
and Captain Lailghlin .McLean, her 
master, took the unfortunates aboard, 
looked after them in the kindest manner 
possible and brought them safely down 
ti> A r ietoria. This kindly action was 
brought to the attention of the United 
States government by Hon. A. 10. Smith, 
United .Stall's consul, and the result was 
the little ceremony yesterday. 

At 2 o'clecls U. H. Consul Smith, u lit; 
tie bunch »f iMitflg captains and several 
(JiScT visitors attended at Captain Gaud- 
in's ofllce to witness the presentation. 

What Captain Gaudin, said wits "^ofi 
Stall Very much lo tllo polut, and he 
looked us pleased as he handed over 
the glasses as if her were getting them 
himself. It was a great pleasure, lie 
said, to have the honor of handing to 
Captain McLean the binocular glasses 
sent by the President of the United 
States in recognition oT the saving ot 
the crew of the Jane Cray. It was 
one of the pleasantest duties he had 
to do since he entered upon bis duties 
six years before, Cuptnin Gaudin said, 
and indeed a double pleasure, as Captain 
McLean mid he were old friends of many 
years' standing, and he might almost 
say that they were among the pioneer 
navigators in these waters. He hoped 
that Captain McLean might live long to 
use the glasses, and that he would hand 
them down to the generations of Mc- 
Leans who were sure to follow. Cuptnin 
Gaudin added that it was a pleasure to 
see that the government of the United 
States appreciated services of the kind 
rendered by Captain McLean, and in- 
deed that government hud always treat- 
ed in the most generous manner any 
services rendered to shipwrecked marin- 
ers, of that nation. He was sure, though, 
that it was with no hope of reward, but 
the- honor of n British seaman that had 
actuated Captain McLean. 

Captain McLean brielly but very heart- 
ily expressed his thanks to the United 
States government for the present and 
the kindly sentiment which it showed.

A LONG LOOK BACKWARDS. 

The most recent writer on Egyptology 
says that the further we go back in the 
hifrtory of the ancient Nile kingdom the 
higher are the ideas of the deity found 
to be. The intricate system of gods and 
demigods, commemorated in sculpture 
ami on papyrus, is a latter-day corrup- 
tion of a very simple faith. This is not 
true of Egypl alone. India numbers its 
subordinate deities by the million, hut 
research slmws a simple monotheism to 
have been at the foundation of the sys- 
tem. Tin' theology of Abraham was of 
th- same type, lie believed in the father- 
hood Of Cod, and the elaborate ritual 
instituted by Moses was designed to en- 
able the people to grasp some conception 
nf the fundamental thought of Hebrew 
theology. Research shows that the fur- 
ther we go hack in Babylonian history 
the nearer we seem to be approaching 
the monotheistic idea. This is all 
suggestive. The prevalence some forty 
or sixty centuries ago of the idea of the 
unity of Cod is calculated to inspire 
belief in the existence of that, remote 
past of a very high degree r.f philosophi 
cnl culture, which would imply a high 
degree of mental progress. We propose 
to apply this thought to a not. wholly 
imaginary presentation of the conditions 
existing in the world before historic 
lime. 

A very long time ago, how long no 
one can tell with any approach to cor 
tnlnty, but undoubtedly within the life

Probably if he had delayed, lie would 
never have moved in the matter at all, 
for those who are best able to pronounce 
an opinion upon Mr. Wilmot's fitness 
lor his position tire unanimous in hold- 
ing that he is admirably adapted to dis- 
charge its responsibilities and that his 
work will bear the closest investigation. 
If there were any charges against Mr.

period in the history of the world, when 
perennial summer reigned, and when 
there is reason to believe, meteoroligical 
conditions were so regular over long 
periods that storms were practically un 
known.

Dr. Warren, 
president of the Boston University, and 
one of the most industrious investigators 
in mythology, Ignatius Donnelly, who 
lirst attracted public notice by his com 
pilation of the prehistoric series, and 
every other investigator into this en 
trancing field, agrees that in every rue 
there is preserved, in some form or other 
the memory of an Eden, when severity 
of terrestrial conditions had not develop 
ed either in man or the brute creation 
the instinct of self-preservation, which 
has made all animal life to oc- 
cupy a condition of aggression or dc 
fence. The conception which men who 
lived in Eden, would form of the Diety 
would necessarily be simple and would 
represent Him as a beneQcieat father. 
When the awful catastrophe came, which 
ushered in the frost, when the rivers 
were sealed up. when till vegetation seem- 
ed dead forever, when man made war on 
the beasts so as to get their Hkins for 
garments and their flesh for food, when 
beasts began to prey upon man and ev- 
erything else' to sustain life, when 
storms and darkness enveloped whole 
continents, when as the Edda says 
Brother made war on brother. 
And earth was full of anguish, 
very different ideas of the Master of 
the Universe would he developed in the 
minds of men. and yet it is easy to un- 
derstand that through all this time of 
woe some "strung souls may have kept 
alive the original conception of a God, 
who was a father to his people, and 
who had designed them to live in a Para- 
dise. The thought, is that, as we go 
backward and find in isolated cases the 
idea of a supreme Deity, who stands to- 
wards man in the attitude of a loving 
father, we are perhaps catching an echo 
from a past so distant that some geolo- 
gists measure it by millions of years! 



quite right for persons to speak to each 
other under the circumstances mention- 
ed, and not only is it right, but it is 
sanctioned by the best social usage. One 
of the most eminent writers upon the 
social customs of England lays special 
stiess upon this point. He calls the re- 
lationship of persons under such circum- 
stances "the introduction of the roof- 
tree." He says that the fact that a 
mutual friend has asked you to meet 
certain others whom you do not know, 
or the fact that you meet persons whom 
you do not know unexpectedly in the 
house of a mutual friend is to be regard- 
ed as a sufficient introduction to permit 
of conversation to each other. The hos- 
tess will naturally try to see that all her 
guests know each other, but in very 
many cases this is a physical impossibil- 
ity. Therefore to prevent embarrassing 
situations, guests should feel free to con- 
verse with each other. This docs not 
mean that the exercise of this courtesy 
towards each other is to be regarded as 
equivalent to a formal introduction. 
That wholly depends upon the parlies. 
"The introduction of the roof-tree" only 
lusts while the parties are under the 
roof-tree. They may meet the next day 
as strangers, unless they mutually de- 
sire to continue the acquaintance. Per- 
haps others besides our correspondent 
will be glad to know that the rule above 
laid down is universally recognized, al- 
though many persons from natural tim- 
idity hesitate about acting upon it. 

And speaking about timidity, it is real- 
ly surprising how ma ay people give 
wrong impression of their true charaet 
because of their timidity. We recall 
man of great business eminence, who 
had the reputation of being very haughty 
and exclusive, when in point of fact in 
was only timid in a surprising degree 
From sheer timidity he would avoid pen 
pie who would have been proud to make 
his acquaintance, yet when occasion de 
manded it, he was a man of magnificent 
address. Called upon unexpectedly to 
entertain the Princess Louise during her 
stay in Canada, he so carried himself as 
to impress the Princess. Speaking to 
a friend later she said: "You say he 
is a self-made man. Well, there is not 
a duke in England who is his superior 
in manner." There are a host of women 
whose kindness of heart is , concealed by 
timidity, and in their case their trait of 
character is usually mistaken for pride 
By timidity, modesty is not meant. A 
peifectly modest person may have in 
truce of timidity in her make-up. Tim 
laity is a sort of physical quality. The 
young officer who on the field of battle 
confessed to being frightened almost to 
death, and yet was first to spring into 
the trenches of the enemy, anil was men 
tior.ed in the despatches for signal cour- 
age, had this timidity. This is not ai: 
imaginary instance. One of the great 
est forensic orators Canada has ever seen 
was so afflicted by this physical timidity 
that the fact that be had to make 
speech would frequently make him ill, 
and yet he could sway a jury almost as 
he wished. Many ladies, well dressed 
and smiling, really able to entertain 
friends and acquaintances most agree 
ably, are hampered by timidity. Within 
the circle of their own friends they arc 
delightful, but among strangers they are 
always embarrassed. We would all get 
along much better in this world if we 
made allowance for this very human 
failing.

interest were not available. There have 
been nominated bodies, elective bodies, 
and bodies partly nominative and partly 
elective. In Canada both nominative 
and elective second chambers have been 
tried, and, looking at the experience un- 
der the latter at close range, the fathers 
of confederation resolved that, for the 
senate of the Dominion they were work- 
ing to create, a nominative was better 
than an elective body. The experience 
of the country on the whole has justified 
their course. The Idea was that the gov 
vernnients of the day would nominate to 

the membership of the chamber men of 
ripe political or business judgment, who 

would be less' liable to bo swayed Im- 
purely partisan motives than politicians 

engaged in the more bitter as well as 

more vigorous struggles of the House of 

Commons. Generally speakong, the ex- 
pectation has been realized. The senate 

membership to-day includes men fore- 
most in Canada in active financial and 

commercial enterprise. They are at the 

head of great banking institutions, di- 
rectors of railways, controllers of large 

industrial enterprises, employers of la- 
bor, men who have succeeded ill work 

that required the keenest of intelligence 

and the most constant exertion. They 

give the country the benefit of their 

practical experience? in dealing with mat 

tors that effect broad business interests 

Associated with them are men who have 

gathered their political knowledge in the 

House of Commons or in the provincial 

legislatures, many of them have occupied 

distinguished positions. Two premiers 

have been selected from the senates 

membership. Some of the ablest cabinet 

ministers have sat on its benches. One 

of the most respected members of the 

present government is a senator. Sir 

Wilfred Laurier is not the only public 

man in his party who must recognize 

that the system under which such a state 

of affairs is found is not likely to be re- 
jected. The more they think of the mat- 
ter also the less likely are they to become 

enamored of the idea of creating a situa 

tion under which the majority of a pos 

sibly moribund House of Commons can 

override the wisdom of the senate, and, 

probably, defy the sense of the country. 

Besides the Liberals of this country, 

those of Great Britain have conducted 

campaigns against what they denounced 

as an irresponsible second chamber. In 

Great Britain the House of 

Lords rejected u bill to give 

home rule to Ireland. Within 

a very brief period it was shown that 

the House of Lords and not the House of 

Commons represented the ideas of the 

majority of the electorate of the United 

Kingdom. Had the home rule question 

been a Canadian issue, and Sir Wilfred 

Laurier's idea been in force, a project 

which the majority of the people In their 

soberer second thought condemned, 

might have become an established fix- 
ture. And that would have not been in 

accord with the accepted ideas of liberal- 
ism. The Liberal party's condemnation 

of the Canadian senate arises out of no 

such broad principle, as moved the Brit- 
ish Liberals in their opposition to the 

House of Lords when it re- 
jected the Homo Rule bill. 

It is unfortunate for Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, unfortunately for his party, 

and unfortunate for the country, that 

the inspiring case of he present political 

animosity to the senate was that body's 

rejection of the two schemes, both so 
bad, so contrary to public interest, and 
so open to suspicion, that the government 

which promoted them could not get its 
own followers in the Houses of Commons 
to unite in their support. The arrange- 
ment under which the Drunniiond County 
Railway is now operated contemplates 
paying for it a price only about one- 
half of that which was provided for in 
the bill the senate threw out. The mad 
folly of the Yukon railway scheme of 
last session is so well recognized that in 
these matters the senate dill its duty. 
They will not applaud a scheme that, 
if sanctioned, would prevent it doing 
its duty, if such discreditable projects 
should again lie sent up to it by this or 
any government. The inspiring cause 
of the government's attack upon it— 
the spoiled jobs of Mr. Sifton and Mr. 
Tarte— are among the senate's defences.

TO CHANGE ENGINEERS. 

•Aid. Brydon to Move Tomorrow Night 
For the Dismissal of City 
Engineer Wilrnot. 

Since the civic elections it has been 
generally understood that some of the 
aldermen won? in favor of dispensing 
with the services of Mr. B. A. Wilmot, 
the city engineer, stud securing a new 
man to take his place. The first step in 
the direction of carrying this out was 
taken yesterday, when Aid. Brydon 
posted two notices of motion on the bul 
letln board at the city hall. The first is 
that the services of Mr. 13. A. Wilmot, 
as citv engineer, be dispensed with on 
and after February 28, and that he be 
ilitlv notified to that effect. 

Then follows a motion instructing the 
lily clerk to advertise in the two Vic- 
toria and also in Eastern Canadian pa- 
pers, calling for applications for the posi- 
tion or city engineer, the applications to 
be received up to February 20, the appli- 
cants tu enclose references and the sal- 
ary expected. 

Mr Wilmot, who is n member of the 
Canadian Society of Civil Engineers, has 
had charge of a number of very import- 
ant engineering works in the oily. Be- 
fore he entered his present position he 
was engaged in 18110 as resident en- 
gineer with Mr. Molmn during the sur- 
vey n ml construction of the city's sew- 
erage system, a work for which the 
city set 'aside §300,000. Then when tins 
work was completed he was appointed 
city engineer in April, ISfTJ. Under 
his care came tiie surface drainage work 
for which $125,000 was raised in 1S!«, 
while ho had charge next year of the sum 
of .$100,000 raised in 1894 for additional 
sewer work. After the city took the 
water works out of the hands of the con- 
tractors Mr. "Wilmot was given the wort 
of completion and did this satisfactorily 
Besides this he lias had the supervision 
of the construction or several bridges 
permanent sidewalks anil the multifar- 
ious duties that came under the euro of 
a city engineer, and requiring both prac 
ticaJ and scientific knowledge in sanitary 
hydraulic and civil engineering.

CHARACTER. EASILY TOLD, 

The eyes should be distant from each 
other exactly the breadth of one eye, a 
greater indicates slowness of apprehen- 
sion, a less distance cuteuess. Spark- 
ling eyes, with u steady, grave mouth, 
show taste, elegance uud sound judg- 
ment. 

People of good taste, delicacy and ro- 
Bnemcnt, have eyelids that are sharply 
defined, and shade ut least hair the 
upper pari uf the eye. Large, open and 
transparent eyes, which move rapidly 
and sparkle with excitement, indicate 
good taste, discernment, pride and often 
irritability. Large, clear, blue eyes gen- 
erally denote persons of great capacity; 
but sensitive; suspicious, and often un- 
reasonably jealous. 

Eyes that show white under the iris 
are commonly associated with nobility of 
chatiictej anil exemplary life. Eyes with 
long corners and thick lids, that cover 
hull' the pupil, are always indicative of 
talent.

and his companion told him to take 
more careful aim and try another shot. 
This he did, and the object of his aim 
dropped. On arriving at the creek they 
were horrified to find Joseph Huntley, 
an old man of about 65, lying dead, with 
the top of his skull blown off by the 
.heavy bullet from Tilton's Enfield rifle. 
Huntley, who also worked in the mill, 
had taken a horse down to the creek to 
water, and it was he who had been tak- 
en lor tl deer. This horrible fatality 
nearly crazed Tilton, who is spoken of 
ns an estimable young man, and is well 
known in town. The news caused a 
deep impression of horror in this city, 
and the evidence at the inquest will be 
awaited with much interest.— Vernon 
iVews.

COURTING CANADIAN TRADE. 

American Capital As Ready As Kver to 
Itcncb Out Kor Profits in Britisu 
Columbia. 

New York, .Tan. 20.— A despatch to the 
Tribune from Ottawa, Out., says: 
. "The meeting of parliament will see 
the renewal of hostilities between the 
Canadian Pacili-i railroad and its most 
formidable rival in the rich mining dis- 
tricts of Southern British Columbia. An 
application is pending on behalf of the 
Kettle River VaJey 'abroad in terms 
similar to the measure, which last, ses- 
sion was defeated through the influence 
of the Canadian PuciuV. 

"The promoters of the Kettle river 
proposition are American, the D. C. Cor- 
liin syndicate, vOii'.di was the p'oueer of 
railway building in this part of British. 
Columbia, and controls the only means 
of access to and from the Kootenay un- 
til the Crow's Nest line is completed. 
Mr. Corbin'a road, Lhc .Spokane Falls cc 
Northern, runs through from Spokane, 
Wash. It connects with the Groat North- 
ern, Union Pacific, Northern Pacific and 
generally with the railroad systems of 
the United States. Us connection inlo 
Canada is known as the Nelson «t Fort 
Shoppard, which opens up a rich part 
of West Kootenay and the Rod Moun- 
tain from Northpoit across the boundary 
to Rosslaml. 

"The proposed now line to the Kettle 
river will make n southern outlet to the 
Boundary Creek district, whose rich de- 
posits of copper, gold ami silver have at- 
tracted the eyes of shrewd capitalists as 
showing mineral wealth equal to, if not 
exceeding, the famous country surround- 
ing Butte. Mont. For the mastery of 
the situation in this country the Cana- 
dian Pacific is straining every influence 
that an influential corporation knows so 
well how to command and apply. The 
applicants have shown themselves cap- 
able of putting up an exceedingly strong 
ease which all but won for them last 
session against the Canadian Pacific rail- 
road in parliament, where for many years 
the influence, of the latter was invariably 
paramount. Kven the ministry itself 
gave on the whole support to the Kettle 
river bill, although the mutter not be- 
ing of government policy, the ministry 
was not. called upon to give its unan- 
imous influence as a body either way. 

"Mr. Corbin's syndicate asks no sub' 
sidy and has received none on any of 
the roads which it has constructed in 
Canadian territory, and offers the means 
of carrying the ores of the Boundary 
Creek country across the boundary for 
treatment at reasonable rates and with 
all due guarantee for the protection of 
Canadian interests. But: it is just here 
that the Canadian Pacific railroad steps 
in with the argument that it is pre- 
pared, and, indeed, engaged in this very 
undertaking, and .'(bat the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia want no trespassing on 
Canadian territory by American compa- 
nies, and that, in short, the interests 
of Canada will bo best served by keeping 
trade within her own borders instead of 
diverting it to American channels. The 
argument is one that carries some weight, 
although the minister of railways has 
expressed himself as satisfied that the 
fullest provision may be made for Can- 
adian protection and to guard against 
handing a valuable franchise to American 
capitalists to the hurt and prejudice of 
Canadian trade. Minister Blair, how- 
ever, is fully convinced of the wisdom of. 
securing to the Grand Trunk system 
means of access to British Columbia, 
•with ap opportunity Of its thereby af- 
fording competition against the Cana- 
dian Pacific road to the cities of Eastern 
Canada. The Canadian Pacific railroad 
is alive to the importance of the interests 
which the contest: involves for it, and 
promises, should the application be sus- 
tained through the influence of the Am- 
erican transcontinental linos, to make it 
hot for the latter by Invading their own 
territory. 

"The gold discoveries in the Yukon 
were the cause of a host of applications 
last year for the chartering of railways 
from' points on the Coast and from Brit- 
ish Columbia to Dawson. Through the 
special provision which the administra- 
tion hnl made for the building of a line 
by way of the Stikinc river, these were 
ail ordered to stand over last, session, 
but since the defeat of the government 
in the senate and the dropping of the 
scheme; other concerns are coming for- 
ward with offers to build if allowed bv 
the federal authorities to do so. In all 
some five or six charters are sought, 
generally understood to bo promoted by 
American concerns."

RECRUITING IN FRANCE. 

From Chamber,'* Journal. 

Every year about 1500,000 Frenchmen 
reach the age of 20. After the physically 
unfit, and those who are exempt under 
any of the above clauses have been 
weeded out, the actual number of men 
required to maintain the standard 
utrength of the army is chosen by ballot. 
They spend three years in the active 
army, nnd are then dismissed from per- 
manent service nnd return to civil life 
But for the following ten years they 
are numbered among the reserve of the 
active army. They uro then drafted 
into the territorial army for six years; 
at the conclusion of which they pass into 
the territorial reserve for another six 
yenrs. Not until the a^e of 45 does a 
Frenchman become free from all obliga 
tion to the military service;- for thirteen 
years he is liable to be called upon to 
serve either at home or abroad, nnd for 
the following twelve j-oars to defend his 
country against inVaders. , No exemp- 
tion can be purchased. Unless a con- 
script is exempt either on the ground of 
physique or for family reasons, lie is 
hound to serve for twenty-five years. 
Until 1590 there was a class of conscripts 
known as "one-year volunteers." These 
were men of good education, who were 
allowed to purchase their discharge after 
one year's service. The extent to 
which conscription has militaried France 
may be gathered form the fact that ev- 
ery fdurth male is serving or has served 
in the army. 



There is a little trouble between the 
city council of Kaslo aud the police com- 
missioners of that flourishing little town 
that has landed matters in the courts 
here, and all over the appointment of n 
policeman by the commissioners. The 
civic rulers of Kaslo considered that one 
policeman was enough to keep the peace, 
whereas the police commissioners ap- 
pointed a second one in the person of 
Alexander Miller. The city council, in 
an interesting resolution which appears 
below, proceeded to make Miller the of- 
fer either to quit or get his salary re- 
duced to $1 a month. Miller appealed 
to the courts for an order restraining the 
city from discharging him. The matter 
came up before Mr. Justice Drake yes- 
terday on the ex parte application of Mr. 
Arthur Davey, who applied to have the 
resolution of the city quashed. This 
resolution is unique, and here it is: 

" Moved by Aid. Kane, seconded by 
Aid. Campbell: That whereas the city 
clerk has reported to this council that 
the police commissioners are of the 
opinion th.it there exists necessity for 
two policemen; aud whereas it appears 
by the minutes of the said commissioners' 
Inst meeting that previous to such auth- 
ority to the clerk to report, they irregu- 
larly appointed one Alexander Miller as 
assistant police; and whereas there are 
now, and were prior to said irregular 
appointment, M. V. Adams as chief _ of 
police, and Alexander McKay as assist- 
ant in this city and on duty; be it re- 
solved that this council declnre the pro- 
ceedings of the aforesaid commissioners 
to have been irregular, and that the 
chief of police be instructed to so notify 
Alexander Miller, and to obtain from 
him all property of the corporation he 
may be possessed of, if any; and that, 
without prejudice, he he allowed to pre- 
sent a bill of !fl0, provided he accept 
same in good grace as full compensation 
from this corporation of the city of 
Kaslo; and should he not comply with 
same forthwith, he be then notified that 
should he, by any reason whatsoever, be 
deemed to have been regularly appoint- 
ed, that his services are not required 
from this date; and should he not ac- 
cept the conditions as above stated, 
gracefully and without prejudicing our 
stand— viz., that he is not a policeman 
for this municipality aforementioned, 
that he be notified that his salary should 
and will be one dollar per month, and no 
more." ••. 

This resolution was passed on January 
1<>, and presumably Miller declined to be 
told by the chief that he was no police- 
man, or to gracefully accept his own bill 
of.?10 as full compensation. At, any 
rate, Mr. Davey yesterday rend the reso- 
lution and some atlidavits to Mr. Justice 
Drake, and asked that the resolution be 
declared ultra vires of the-. Kaslo city 
fathers. A rule nisi was granted, re- 
turnable on Friday, February :S, when 
the wise men of the law will struggle 
with the resolution and the facts before 
nnd after it.

CHINA'S APPEAL. 

The North China Daily News of a 
recent date contains the following in- 
teresting translation of a memorial by 
the Chinese reformers. The News says: 
The following translation will he 
read with great interest. The memorial 
was intended to bo presented to the 
British consul-general here, but Br. Bre- 
nan was, of course, unable to receive 
it. It is a pathetic document, and we 
hope our contemporaries in England, as 
well as in China, will reproduce it: 

Sir,— The avarice and extortions of 
the maiKlanans of China nnd their un- 
derlings was the cause of the Emper- 
or's estrangement from his people; and 
it was this estrangement that bus led 
to his present weakness and their dis- 
tress. 

Recognizing the need for reform, the 
Emperor in his wisdom and good judg- 
ment began during the fifth moon of the 
present year to issue edicts having for 
their object the complete renovation of 
the empire. The main subjects dealt 
with were as follows: 

(1.) The substitution of men of mod- 
ern ideas and learning for old and use- 
less officials. 

(2.) The establishment of colleges and 
technical schools for the advancement 
of scientific knowledge, after the most 
approved methods of Western- nations. 

(3.) Conferring the right to memorial- 
ize the throne direct upon nil officials 
throughout the empire, without distinc- 
tion of rank. 

(4.) The abrogation of the wenchang 
system of examination for degrees and 
offices. 

The above edicts caused much re- 
joicing among the people, who recog- 
nized in them a great power for the 
immediate uplifting of the empire and 
its future prosperity. 

We, your memorialists, are firmly 
convinced that if the reforms embodied 
in the imperial edicts could have been 
put into operation for twenty or thirty 
years, great and beneficial changes 
would have been brought, about, which 
would have resulted in the entire 
change of the customs of the hind, and 
establishment of better relations with 
the West. Thus we could have looked 
forward confidently to the inauguration 
of an era of universal ]>eaco. 

But now, through the machinations 
of evil men and the shortsighted policy 
of the Empress Dowager our Emperor 
has been imprisoned, the lives of many 
faithful officers have been ruthlessly 
taken, and all the imperial edicts call- 
ing for reform have been revoked. All 
educational societies have been inter- 
dicted, and the native newspapers have 
been suppressed. Moreover, the lives 
of all those favorable to reform are in 
the gravest danger. 

AVe, your memorialists, being loyal 
Chinese subjects, regard with great in- 
dignation such unwarrantable action on 
the part of the Empress Dowager 
we have no power to rectify this 
happy state of aU'airs, 

Therefore, we pray you, sir, accord- 
ing to that equity which is recognized 
among all nations, to pity China in 
her distress, by sending a' cablegram 
to the government urging your people 
to assist us by restoring the Emperor 
to his rightful throat, and by filling 
the offices of state with faithful and 
enlightened men. 

Thus will the renovation of China be 
due to the favor of your sovereign 
ruler and to you, sir, who forwarded the 
memorial. 

P.S.— Chinese officialdom is at present 
divided into two c'.isses. the old and 
new— Conservatives and Rerofmers. The 
former have placed their reliance in Rus 
.sia to help them, in letiuu for which 
Rusgia will gain enlarged territory. The 
Reformers look to CreauBritain and. the 
United States for help, knowing that th 
policy of these two nations i.-> to keep th 
Chinese Empire intact. 

Should the reactionists triumph 5i 
their present schemes, there is no power 
that will prevent the division of China 
among the nations of th? earth. 

The Reformers have no power. They 
ran only weep ar their country's disties", 
while they present this memorial ask- 
ing your honorable country's assistance. 

The first tiling to lie done is to liber- 
ate the Emrw.-or and to tv&to-e htm 
to power, anil to remove 'he Empress 
Dowager. 

A proclamation from the Emperor 
calling his Dcortle t, his protection would 
be loyally respond. \l to by all his faith- 
ful subjects throughout the land.

ROCKY MOUNTAIN BEARS. 

From Forest and Stream. 

Hears go Into winter quarters when the 
first heavy snows nnd cold weather begin, 
which Is usually In November in the 
Rockies. In the old days they would den 
up right in open country. A bear's winter 
dc-n Is nearly always on a north hillside, 
where the snow falls deepest, nnd If pos- 
sible they choose a place where a drift 
will form. Sometimes a bear will den up 
in a natural cave or crevice, but more often 
will dig himself a hole ten or twelve feet 
deep. Nowadays this den is almost always 
m the roughest country he can find, and Is 
generally pretty well up in the mountains 
In heavy spruce timber. A bear may mak 
ids den early in tlie season, but until cold 
weather drives him In he roams around a 
lot For near a month before denning 
bears cat very little, or not at all, and 
fore they go In for good the stomach and 
intestines nre frequently clean and empty 
The stomach Is drawn up Into a solid linn 
Pko a chicken's gizzard and the boar Is 
solid mass of fat. Inside and out. Alon 
in February or March; when bruin comes 
out again, he Is still hog fat, and he keeps 
tills fat till the snow is pretty well gone 
When he first conies out be does not travel 
much, but as the weather warms up he 
soon runs off all his rat, though I have 
seen very fat bears as late us the middle 
of Ma v. after the trees were green. As 
vegetation starts bears live almost alto- 
gether on grass, roots, etc., though, of 
course, they will often eat men t. Still I 
have had baits right among the bears with 
bears passing within fifty feet, of the halt 
every night? and It was the middle of July 
before one of them touched a bait, and then 
thev were at the baits all the time. 

Even now bears feed a good deal In tlifl 
npen n the spring, when they are not 
molested, nnd spring Is by far the best 
time to hunt them. But, ns a USUI} thing. 
n Zav nowadays keeps P^:«» W gtaS* 
cover During the day he finds the thickest 
brush or timber that he can, and there 
he stays, slipping away quietly at the 
slightest suspicious noise. It used to be 
that If a bear beard or saw something 
that he did not. understand he would 
stand up on his hind legs to look. And If 
he was suddenly startled he would often 
after running a way stop and stand up to 
look back I have killed several bears In 
thick brush by getting close to them know- 
ing about where they were, and then 
speaking loud. Bruin would nearly always 
stand up to Investigate, thus giving me a 
shot nt his head. But now a bear that 
hears a human voice hardly ever stops to 
look, but gets away on the jump. 

The blacks and cinnamons also used to 
tree very easily. I have run a good many 
up trees bv giving them as hafp run on 
horseback for n mile or so In open Mm- 
ber.and have run two up trees by chasing 
them on foot. And twice I have missed 
bears at rather close range and had them 
tnke to trees. In one Instance the bear 
went up the nearest tree; In the other the 
bear, a she with cubs, bolted a hundred 
yards or so before she treed. And speaking 
of cubs, I never saw but one she bear that 
would not bolt and leave her cubs when 
attacked. The exception was a small cin- 
namon, nnd I got between her and her 
cubs and got charged. Only the other day 
I saw three of the dogs maul a grizzly 
cub until vou could hear him squall for 
a mile, and tlie old bear all the time 
was standing In the brush not a hundred 
yards away, nnd never offered to attack. 
But nowadays it is almost Impossible to 
tree a bear or bring It to bay, even with 
good dogs. It is always hard to bring 
grizzlv benrs to bay with dogs, but almost 
any dog would put a black or cinnamon 
up n tree in short order. Now a bear will 
run all day ahead of the dogs before taking 
to a tree or coming to bay. About the 
only way to hunt bears at present with 
any chance of success Is In the spring 
after they begin to take bait well. By 
stringing out a lot of bait nnd still-hunting 
early and late fair lu ck may b e had.
